FROM THE EDITORS 


One of the major topics receiving a lot of attention in the 
printed media is the new Super League proposed for Victoria. The 
idea is excellent and should be receiving more of acommonsense 
approach than it is at the moment. 

The clubs in favour of the Super League are those who have 
a stronger supporter base, stable administration, good players, 
good facilities and a reasonable financial stance. The clubs in this 
category know they will still be around in ten years time. They also 
know that they “really” do belong in the Super League. 

The clubs against the Super League are those who have a 
very small supporter base, unstable administration, players not up 
to the standard, poor facilities and an enormous overdraft. The 
clubs in this category know they will most likely not be around in 
ten years time. They also know that they “really” do not belong in 
the Super League. 

There are too many clubs in Victoria being propped up by 
other stronger clubs. The stronger clubs with the “travelling” sup- 
porter are clicking the turnstiles yet at the corresponding game at 
the stronger clubs ground the weaker clubs bring no one with 
them. | attended a State League game last season between two 
weaker clubs and the crowd was that small | could count it. The 
total number of spectators was 46 and that included the players 
wives, girlfrieds, parents etc. At another game between two 
stronger clubs the crowd number | could obviously not count as | 
estimated it to be around the 3,000 mark. To make matters worse 
a fortnight later | attended a game between two third division 
teams and the crowd there was close to the 500 mark. Another 
example of what | mean involves our own club Preston 
Makedonia. In the 1985 season we played at B. T. Connor 
Reserve against another club who | wont name. The size of the 
other club's support was that small one wonders whether they 

= 


x | 

knew a game was on at all. Anyway when they scored the winner 
there was almost dead silence. For the purpose of this exercise | 
will estimate their support on that day to consist of 50 people. In the 
corresponding game at their ground, the Preston Makedonia sup- 
porters came out in force and | will conservatively estimate our 
attendance to be around the 3,000 mark. The admission price then 
was around $6.00, therefore the opposition clubs supporters only 
bought in $300 into our coffers yet our supporters bought in 
$18,000 into theirs. 

This situation involving our club is not only confined to Mel- 
bourne but interstate as well. Many times our club officials when 
interstate with the team are told by officials of the home club 
“you've got more supporters here today than us..”. If | use a con- 
servative number of 1,000 spectators per interstate game support- 
ing Preston Makedonia you will see that with 10 interstate games 
to turnstiles have been clicked 10,000 times and when you multi- 
ply this by a $7.00 admission fee that comes to $70,000 being 
shared by interstate clubs through our supporters. Yet the same 
10 interstate clubs would be lucky to return 20% of this amount to 
our club in the corresponding games. 

Therefore as far as the Super League goes, it requires clubs 
who are able to help each other. With more finances the better 
clubs can improve facilities, player squads etc. If a proper Super 
League is not formed then there will be no club capable of entering 
the National League, because as it stands now there are no clubs 
in the State League that can honestly say they deserve to be in the 
National League. Likewise there are many clubs in the State 
League who cannot honestly say they deserve to be in the prop- 
osed Super League. 

One can see that the backers of the Super League proposal 
are the clubs who have prospered during the 1970’s and 80’s such 
as Morwell Falcons, Croydon, Bulleen and Altona Gate and one 
senses a “freshness” about these clubs. On the other hand those 
against the Super League proposal are those who had their glory 
days in the 1950's and 60’s and are now facing total extinction if 
they don’t get out. People must start to put their egos aside and 
replace it with common sense if the game of soccer is to prosper 
in this state.
